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The “Bessies” 
By WM. A. 


OR quite a number of years now, breeders every- 
F where have been watching the amazing progress of 
the Bessies. Since that day, more than ten years 
ago, when Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby—who gave the 
Bessies their name—broke the long standing senior two- 
year-old record for yearly production and then came on 
to make the second highest junior four-year-old record 
ever recorded for this breed, and to follow that with two 
successive records above 1,400 lbs. butter, all eyes have 
been on Queen Bessie to see if it was possible for her to 
transmit such marvelous production. During the years, 
as we watched, we saw one of her daughters break the 
Class B record for junior four-year-olds with 930.9 lbs. 
fat and come right back the next year with another 900- 
lb. fat record in B; we saw her other daughter make 849 
lbs. fat and qualify for the 305-day division. But most 
of all, we were watching her son—King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje. 

We watched King Bessie come out as a baby calf to 
win Reserve All-American honors in 1927. We saw him 
as an undefeated junior champion and All-American 
senior yearling in 1928 and as an undefeated and All- 
American two-year-old in 1929, and we asked ourselves 
and each other, ‘‘Will he be able to transmit his All- 
American type to his offspring?’’ 


Still we watched, and in 1929 we saw four of his 
first calves come out at the big shows, two bull calves 
and two heifer calves, saw one bull made All-American 
and one heifer Reserve and the other two place well 
up all around a hard circuit. We saw these and other 
sons and daughters of King Bessie come out year after 
year, dominating the great shows of the country, until 


today he can claim the proud title of, ‘‘Premier Sire of 
All-Americans.”’ 


And then came the really big question. What kind 
of dairy cows would these beautiful heifers make? And 
these great prize winning sons—dare we hope that they 
too will be outstanding transmitters of both show type 
and dairy ability? 





It takes a long time to answer these two questions 
about any bull, and it took a bit longer than usual in

the case of King Bessie because he got away to a rather 
slow start. Born in a herd where the world’s greatest 
All-American bull, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, was in 
service, King Bessie was at first just a young show bull 
from a wonderful dam to be retained and tried out a 
bit. And then came a temporary injury which cut down 
his services during his early years. He was born Novem- 
ber 7, 1926, and had three daughters born to his serv- 
ices in the fall of 1928. Only eight more were born all 
through 1929 and four of, these were exported and so 
had no opportunity to be tested in our Advanced Reg- 
istry. Throughout the whole year of 1930 he had only 
fifteen daughters born at Elmwood and in 1931 a little 
over thirty more, but during the past three years he 
has been really getting a work-out as a-breeding bull 
and according to the Elmwood people, has to date had 
175 daughters and 176 sons born at Elmwood. He has 
126 daughters still in'the herd. Upwards of forty Elm- 
wood cows are bred to him right now and at nearly nine 
years old, he is still in heavy service, some weeks breed- 
ing aS many as six cows a week. 


And so, at last, as King Bessie comes nine years old, 
an age at which many bulls are all through, we can just 
begin to answer those two important questions: (1) 
Does he sire real dairy cows and (2) how do his sons 
transmit? This story is designed to answer both ques- 
tions. 

I am going to let the accompanying pictures and the 
captions under them provide the major part of the 
answer to the first of these two questions. We have 
been so fortunate as to be able to get pictures of nearly 
half of his milking daughters and these pictures, with 
the records under them, tell the story more convincingly 
than pages of high-powered adjectives. They speak for 
themselves. 

Of the three King Bessie daughters born in 1928, 
one was never tested as she died after her 2nd calf; 
the other two have heifer records averaging very nearly 
700 lbs. fat, including one in Class B. Of his eight 
daughters born in 1929, four were exported, two died 
young and the other two both have heifer records well

Elmwood in 1930, twelve have good records, completed 
or in progress. 

To date, King Bessie has thiry daughters that have 
finished at least one year record, this including three 
daughters that were sold to Canada and tested in 
Canadian R. O. P., and another that was sold to Mary- 
land and tested there. These 30 daughters have now 
made 34 records with an actual average of 18,780 lbs. 
milk, 670.41 lbs. fat, with 3.6% average test, all these 
records in heifer form and at an average age of only 
2 years, 9 months, 23 days. Twenty-two of the 34 rec- 
ords were in two-year-old form and nine in three-year- 
old form. Seven were on two or three-time milking 
and a great percentage of these daughters qualified for 
the 305-day division. The mature equivalent average 
of the 34 records is 759.73 lbs. fat in Class B or 904.45 
Ibs. fat in Class A. 

Right now at Elmwood, they have a large number 
of King Bessie daughters on test, with about two dozen 
that are from two to eight months along in lactation. 
These two dozen include one mature cow, two four-year- 
-olds, twelve three-year-olds and nine two-year-olds that 
for an average period of nearly five month—144 days 
to be exact—-have averaged better than 62 lbs. milk a 
day each with 3.5% test, or more than 2.17 lbs. fat per 
day. The two-year-olds are all averaging right in the 
neighborhood of 2 lbs. fat per day and the older heifers 
better than 2% lbs. At least, eight of these heifers 
produced from 60 to over 80 Ibs. fat during June and 
all of the others better than 50 Ibs. 

How about King Bessie’s All-American daughters? 
Did they turn out to be producers? Well, there is Bessie 
Diamond Coquette, who was Reserve All-American both 
as a calf in 1929 and as a senior yearling in 1930. She 
made 637.6 lbs. fat as a junior four and is now the first 
mature daughter of her sire to go on test, she passing 
the 10,000-lb. mark for milk in her fifth month. 
June, her fifth month, she produced 65.9 Ibs. 
will have a nice record, although she is by no 
his greatest producing daughter.

Bessie 
Ormsby Gladice, All-American calf in 1931 and All- 
American senior yearling in 1932, finished as a senior 


three-year-old with 701.4 lbs. fat from 21,403.8 Ibs. 
milk and Bessie Ormsby Kildare, Reserve All-American 
calf in 1933, now on test, has 144.5 lbs. fat in her first 
79 days as a senior two-year-old in Class B, and Bessie 
Ormsby Frances, Reserve All-American junior yearling 
of 1931, was sold to U. S. Naval Academy, where she 
made a Class B record of 491.2 lbs. fat as a junior two 
and just missed qualifying for the 305-day division. Two 
other famous All-Americans, Evangeline and _ KEileen, 
were both unfortunately lost before they had an oppor- 
tunity to be tested. 


To the casual observer, it was the smoothness, style 
and flash of these young King Bessie daughters that 
carried them to the top in the show ring, but the more 
careful student of type noted also the deep, rugged 
bodies and the strong loins which are essential to great 
year-after-year production. These characteristics are 
what you will especially note in the milking daughtery 
of King Bessie as you walk down the line behind them. 
They look like real dairy cows that will go on produc- 
ing tor years and years to come. 


And now for the sons of King Bessie. The son on 
which the Elmwood people pinned their fondest hopes 
was King Bessie Ormsby Pride, who will be remembered 
as the All-American senior yearling bull of 1932 and 
considered by many as the greatest senior yearling of 
all time. He was used extensively on the King Bessie 
daughters up to the time of his untimely death from a 
nail in his heart, and has a splendid lot of daughters 
coming on at Elmwood. 

Most sensational of these 
who was All-American junior yearling in 193 This 
daughter of Pride out of Elaine is now on test as a 
junior two-year-old and has 268 lbs. fat from 7,797.5 
Ibs. milk in her first 111 days. During the last 30 days 
of this period, she turned out 81.6 lbs. fat and will make 
one of the great two-year-old records of the year, barring 
accident. The Pride bull has several other two-year- 
old daughters now going in to the second half of their 
year’s work with from 40 to 50 lbs. fat a month, mostly 
in Class B. 

Another famous son is King -Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby, who was All-American for four straight years, 
starting as a calf in 1929. This bull is in service in the 
Dick Paul herd in Indiana, where he has become a Silver 
Medal Preferred sire, and has now, we understand, qual-

HE Holstein Show at Missouri State Fair this year, 
I although not as large as in previous years, was a show 

ot exceptional quality and the competition was very 
keen. The largest ringside in many years watched Judge 
Glenn G. Davis place the Holstein Classes with care and 
judgment that pleased the entire audience. There were a 
number of classes close enough to cause the audience to 
speculate as to how the judge would place them. 

Maytag Dairy Farms, of Newton, Iowa and Ira Romig 
& Son, of Topeka, Kansas, carried off the honors of the 
day with W. S. Buckley, Garden City, Missouri; Charles 
Bluhm, Smithton, and Paul Selkin, of Sedalia, giving keen 
competition in a number of classes. 

In the First Class, Bull Calf, Four Months, Under One 
Year, Maytag Dairy Farms won first and second, exhibit- 
ing Posch Ormsby Fobes 4th 701072, and Patriot Ormsby 
Pontiac Posch 701071, with W. S. Buckley, placing third on 
Breezy Lane Medel Fobes 8rd 708745. 

In the Bull Class, Eighteen Months and Under Two 
Years, the class was won by Man O’War Ormsby Posch 
691354, exhibited by Maytag Farms and later this bull re- 
turned to be made junior champion of the show. Man 
O’War Ormsby Posch showed exceptional quality, a good 
straight top line and a good middle. 

Bulls, Two Years and Under Three, gave Judge Davis 
considerable difficulty. Man O’War Progressor 673745, ex- 
hibited by Maytag Dairy Farms, having an exceptionally 
good top and a good middle, also showed good quality. 
Particularly, this bull had size and scale. However, he 
was leggy and had a tendency to be a little narrow. An- 
other bull in the class, Breezy Lane Model Fobes 668867, 
exhibited by W. S. Buckley, at Garden City, Missouri, was 
a bull of exceptional type and good quality, and a third 
bull, Shungavalley Alcartra Colantha 673402, exhibited by 
Ira Romig & Son, also showed good type and quality. 
However, because of the size and scale and the good top 
line, Judge Davis awarded first place to Man O’War Prog- 
ressor, second to Breezy Lane Model Fobes, third to 
Shungavalley Alcartra Colantha, and fourth to Sir Ormsby 
Posch Perfection 675653, exhibited by Maytag Dairy 
Farms. 

In the Aged Bull Class, Man O’War 30th 550894, ex- 
hibited by Maytag Farms was an outstanding bull, and 
although the bull placing second was an exceptionally good 
animal, Dean Homestead Alice Ormsby 622622, exhibited 
by Ira Romig & Son, Man O’War 30th placed first in the 
class and later was made senior and grand champion bull 
of the show. 

In the Aged Cow Class, Ira Romig & Son, exhibiting 
Shungavalley Ormsby Lass 1328477, showing in all her 
bloom, freshening possibly within a week, and showing 
wonderful quality, won the class and was later made sen- 
ior and grand champion cow of the show. The second 
prize cow, Mankato De Kol Ormsby 4th 1284989, exhibited 
by Maytag Dairy Farms, was an exceptionally nice cow, 
probably a little leggy, and the udder slightly divided in 
half. The cow placing third, Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid 
1297670, was not at this time showing at her best. She 
was heavily fleshed showing as a dry cow and apparently 
due to freshen before the National Dairy Show. The cow 
placing fourth was an exceptional fine cow, Breezy Lane 
Ormsby Fayne 1479857, exhibited by W. S. Buckley. Gar- 
den City, Missouri. 

In the Three-Year-Old Class, Shungavelley Creamelle 
1571677, exhibited by Ira Romig & Son, a cow showing 
wonderful dairy temperament, a nice top line, and guod 
straight rump, was placed first, in close competition with 
May Belle Ormsby Posch 1569590, exhibited by Maytag 
Dairy Farms. The Club animals took some ribbons in this 
class. Bluhm May Echo 1578897, exhibited by John F. 
Bluhm, Jr., Sedalia, placed third; and fourth and fifth 
were won by Harold Imgarten, Brunswick, Missouri, on 
Betty Joe 1564903 and Zion Colantha Allie Lilith 1692391. 

In the Class, Two Years and Under Three, Ira Romig 
and Son, also won first on Shungavalley Mona Colantha 
1650454. She had been fresh about three days, had a good 
top line, a good level rump, and showed a very symetrical 
udder. However, the animal placing second, a rugged 

animal, Lady Marathon 1628533, exhibited by Maytag 


Dairy Farms, and Empire Lassie Man O’War Jane 1689887,

placing third, also exhibited by Maytag Dairy Farms, gave 
close competition. 

In the Heifer Class, Eighteen Months and Under Two 
Years, Not in Milk, Miss Man O’War Della 1725085, a large 
deey-bodied animal, was a good straight rump, and show- 
ing lots of quality, exhibited by Maytag Dairy Farm, won 
first, and was later made junior champion of the show. 
The second prize animal, Rosella Ormsby Posch 1725089, 
an exceptionally nice animal exhibited by Maytag Dairy 
Farms, did not show enough size and strength to be 
placed at the head of the class. 

The Junior Yearling Class was won by Empress Aag- 
gie Man O’War Posch 1755950, exhibited by Maytag Dairy 
Farms, over an exceptionally fine club animal, Bluhm Hera 
Pansy, exhibited by Charles Bluhm, Smithton, Mo. 

In the Heifer Calf Class, the largest class of the show, 
Man O’ War Ormsby Jem 1755954, exhibited by Maytag 
Farms and Shungavalley Homestead Lass 1780237, ex- 
hibited by Ira Romig & Son, was a very close pair to win 
the class. After considerable study, Judge Davis placed 
Man O’ War Ormsby Jem up, because of her quality and 
the nice set-up of her udder. 

In the Group Classes, the Get of Sire was won by the 
Get of Man O’ War 62nd 631829, exhibited by Maytag 
Dairy Farms, showing a first-prize two-year-old, a first 
prize junior champion and a first prize calf, making it hard 
for the judge to do anything but place this class up, how- 
ever, a second prize get, the Get of Dean Colantha Home- 
stead Ormsby 503414, exhibited by Ira Romig & Son, was 
an exceptionally fine get, very uniform, having a second 
prize aged bull, a first prize three-year-old cow, and a 
first-prize two-year-old cow. The third and fourth prize 
gets were also divided between Maytag and Romig, the 
third prize the Get of De Cream Co. Calamity Posch 
511887, and the fourth prize, another Get of Dean Colan- 
tha Homestead Ormsby 503414. The Produce of Cow Class 
was won by Ira Romig & Sons, on the Produce of Hol- 
ston Creamelle Mona Mad, showing a first-prize two-year- , 
old and a first prize three-year-old, over Produce of Man- 
kato Lassie Ormsby 526396, exhibited by Maytag Dairy 
Farms. 


Both the Breeders’ Young Herd Class and the Dairy 
Herd Class were won by Maytag Dairy Farms. 


It was a very interesting show, one of good quality, and 
one that was well supported by the Holstein breeders ot 
Missouri at the ringside.

Down Through California — II 


Around Los Angeles 

One of California’s best known 
herds is that F. F. Pellissier & 
Sons, at Whittier. This large dairy 
consists of about 700 cows, with 600 
in milk at all times. In addition, about 
the same number of young animals 
are grown out on a 3,000-acre ranch 
upstate, near Chino, which also sup- 
plies much of the hay used for the 
milking herd. The home ranch covers 
some 2,200 acres. The main business 
of the company is retailing their milk, 
the daily product being about 9,000 
quarts. This is divided principally 
between a guaranteed Holstein 3.5% 
milk and a standardized 4.5% testing 
product, at 13 cents a quart, and 
about 200 quarts of special baby milk 

Holstein, of course—which retails 
at 16 cents. The pure bred breeding 
end of the business was started 
primarily for the purpose of raising 
better sires for use in the commercial 
herd. While it has grown far beyond 
that point at present, this is still an 
important aim in their pure bred herd 
development. The pure bred _ Hol- 
steins number about 125 head, and for 
the past ten years, they have been the 
leading winners at California shows, 
and occupy a place in the front rank 
of the West as a breeding institution. 


With M. S. PRESCOTT 


The very high standard of 700 lbs. fat 
on a mature Class B basis has been 
set for the pure bred herd, and culling 
is carried forward on that basis. Such 
a program, intelligently carried out, is 
bound to produce exceptional results. 

Previous herd sires that have con- 
tributed much to the breeding pro- 
gram are Sir Aaggie De Kol Acme 
7th (out of a daughter of Riverside 
Sadie De Kol Burke); Pansco Quality, 
son of the preceding from Segis Pon- 
tiac Charlotte De Kol (885 lbs. fat at 
3 years); Pansco Zozo Aaggie Mead, 
another son of the old Acme bull; and 
a son of this Zozo bull, named Pansco 
Zozo of Vina, from an 824-lb. fat dam 
that has been one of the most success- 
ful sires ever used here. His get won 
first at California in 1933, and are in- 
creasing production over their dams. 
The daughters of the Quality bull 
have also done great things, winning 
first Get of Sire at California State 
Fair in 1928, and twelve of them mak- 
ing records which average 809 lbs.

son of K P O P 39th, and is doing a 
fine job as a sire, his Get winning 
first at the big Los Angeles County 
Fair last year. Pansco Champion, a 
full brother of Pansco Zozo of Vina, 
has an outstanding lot of daughters 
coming on, the first two averaging 
620 lbs. fat as two-year-olds. This 
bull is at present on exchange with 
Rancho Los Amigos, for their bull, 
Remember Piebe, a son of K P O P 
39th from the champion heifer, Anna 
Fayne Piebe. This bull has been doing 
a real job with his sire at Rancho Los 
Amigos. Another prominent young 
bull in service here is Pansco Beo- 
wolf, junior champion at California in 
1933, and is developing nicely. He is 
from a great female line developed 
here, his dam, Pansco Brudorin of 
Vina, being a 614-lb. fat two-year-old 
daughter of Pansco Brudorin Aaggie 
Mead, outstanding cow of the herd, 
with 907 lbs. fat. The sire is Pansco 
Champion. This is a consistent 4% 
testing family. 

The Pellissier organization is com- 
posed of the father, F. F. Pellissier, 
who founded this milk business in 
1888, and four sons. Frank L., who is 
actively engaged in the management

The Circuit Begins 

AST week, Missouri State Fair opened what is gen- 

L erally regarded as the major show season of the U. 
S. Competition was keen and ringside interest at a 
‘high pitch, as the report on another page indicates. 

For a much larger number of exhibitors the [Illinois 
‘State Fair at Springfield will mark the beginning of the 
circuit, and from all indications this will be about the 
greatest showing of live stock of the whole year and Prof. 
Yapp will surely have a job on his hands. Several of the 
‘Eastern herds make their bow at Illinois and then work 
‘East via Ohio, New York, etc. Others go to Wisconsin 
and still others to Iowa, as a part of the mid-west cir- 
‘cuit, while the following week mid-west strength is divided 
among Minnesota, Indiana, Nebraska and others, so that 
‘really Illinois occupies a strategic position that starts 
things off with a battle royal. Any herd that can come 
through thre with reasonable success is assured of a good 
season. 

According to present plans as this is written, Bill Pres- 
cott will be covering the Holstein show at Illinois. The 
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judging will have been completed on Thursday and Fri- 
day—too late to include the report in this issue. Our first 
issue of September, however, will carry the full story, as 
well as those of the great fairs east and west that are 
held the following week. This is the time of year when 
we wish we were back on the old every-week schedule of 
publication. The prospects are for an extremely hot 
series of Holstein shows for 1935. 


National Prize List Ready 


E have looked over with much interest the prize 
Wi: of the forthcoming National Dairy Show. Hol- 
steins will be judged on October 16 and 17 by W. S. 
Moscrip. The total prize money offered for our breed is 
$3,520 of which $1,520 is put up by the National Dairy As- 
sociation, $2,000 by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. This figures maximum awards in the classes 
where double money is paid for animals bred by exhibitor. 
Seven moneys are offered in each class, which makes 
nice prizes for those who can rate inside the top seven. 
In line with its emphasis on mature animals, $500 is set 
aside for the aged cow class alone. If the first prize cow 
is bred by exhibitor, she will draw a prize of $160, with 
half that amount if not bred by exhibitor. Second prize 
carries $128 and third $96 to the exhibitor-breeder. Even 
seventh money calls for a $20 award. The younger female 
milking classes—two, three and four years old, carry on 
$80 first prize, if bred by exhibitor. Calves are yearlings 
have $20 and $28 respectively for first money, senior and 
junior yearlings competing together. Get of Sire and Pro- 
duce of Cow classes, each start with an $80 first prize, and 
will carry also the Frank Price and Bob Haeger Memorial 
Trophies to the winners. An effort is beinb made to make 
the Production Get of Sire class more interesting, with 
$460 of prize money—$120 for first place. Aged bulls start 
with $48 three top moneys to be doubled if win- 
ning bulls have five or more daughters with records ex- 
ceeding their A. R. requirements by 50% or more. 

Full details may be had by addressing Secretary Lloyd 
Burlingham, National Dairy Show, St. Louis, Mo.. Entries 
close September 14. 

In our issue of July 13, we commented somewhat upon 
general aspects of the new National classification, and 
invited comment of breeders. While we have had few 
letters on the subject, many exhibitors have told us per- 
sonally that they subscribed entirely with our view of the 
matter. The Jersey exhibitors have been more outspoken 
in their disapproval, and the columns of the Jersey Bul- 
letin have carried several lengthy communications. Strong- 
est objections appears to be directed at the limitation to 
only seven prizes in a class; the combining of the yearling 
classes at this year’s show and elimination of both calves 
and yearlings another year. The Jersey folks also do not 
like the production requirements which are to be set up 
for the older female classes. 

Now it may be that the breeders are all wrong and the 
Dairy Show management 100% correct in their new set 
of prize offerings. However, we do not think so, and with 
all due respect to the very fine and sincere gentlemen who 
have drawn up and adopted this new classification, we be- 
live it would be possible to make just a few changes that 
would preserve the splendid aims and objects they have 
set up, and at the same time remove certain very practical 
objections that exhibitors find, and which if not met will 
most certainly cut down the breeder support of the show, 
which is so fundamental in its success. 

It is probably too late to consider any amendments to 
the classification and rules as already promulgated for 
this year’s show, but we would like to see a general meet- 
ing of exhibitors called by Secretary Burlingham, to be 
held some evening during show week, where an earnest, 
frank discussion of the whole matter could be had. Per- 
haps, experience at this 1935 show will alter some of the 
views of breeders, both pro and con. At any rate, we 
think such a round-table conference would be most helpful 
and we hope the schedule of other evening events during 
the week may permit holding such a meeting. 


The Dairy Derby 


TOTAL of $1,000 in cash prizes, ranging from $200 
A for first and $150 for second prize, down to $20 for 

fifteenth position, is offered for the Dairy Derby at 
the National Dairy Show. This is a 4-day dairy test, based 
on pounds of butter fat produced. The rules restrict entries 
to one cow per contestant, who must be the owner and 
must milk and care for his entry. There is no entry fee 
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and no charge for housing, but feed will be at contestant’s 
expense. Cows are to be milked three times daily—8 
A. M., 4 P. M., and 12 midnight, with the afternoon milk- 
ing to be done in the Arena. Both grade and pure bred 
cows are eligible. Records will be supervised by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, and entries will be received up to 
October 1, 1935. 

This is a fine feature of the Dairy Show and we hope 
there will be large entry of all breeds. Most of all we 
hope there will be a representative entry of Holstein cows. 
It will be strictly a farmer’s class, and this may limit 
entries somewhat to owners living within a reasonable 
radius of St. Louis unless plans are made in advance to 
ship in with some of the exhibition herds. The contest 
will receive wide publicity and winning will be well worth- 
while from the standpoint of the breed as well as the 
owners concerned. 


Butter Fat Race 


ILK dealers in many fluid markets are getting 
M sick of the current race for butter fat. Where 

marketing agencies establish a _ retail price 
for milk to the consumer, there has been a tendency to 
appeal for trade on the basis of a deeper cream line in the 
bottle. In markets where-standardization is permitted, this 
has not worked too seriously to the disadvantage of Hol- 
stein producers, as 4% milk can be produced from Hol- 
stein cows more economically than from other breeds. 

Over-emphasis of the cream line and under emphasis 
of what is beneath the cream line however is not sound 
milk merchandising. The butter fat race is today costing 
the milk distributors money on account of the higher costs 
to the producer. Eventually these higher costs are cer- 
tain to be passed back to the producer, and for that rea- 
son we cannot look upon the present situation with 
equanimity. 

While we believe in giving the consumer good value, 
there is no sound reason why a standard bottle of milk 
should carry 4 to 4.5% butter fat at the minimum price. 
We have always felt that a bottle of milk testing over 
3.6% with a good merchantable article, preferable for 
drinking purposes to that which is more highly charged 
with butter fat. We know that many consumers, espe- 
cially those with a tendency to put on weight, feel the 
same way about it. 

We are quite willing that consumers should have the 
high testing milk if they really prefer it—and are willing 
to pay an equitable price for the added butter fat. But 
it is unsound marketing to sell them their milk at going 
prices and make them a present of the added cream. 


EARLY HISTORY RECOUNTED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In your issue of May 18th, “A Half-Century of 
ress’, brings back memories of the long ago. 

In 1889, the Home Farm Company of Hampton, Iowa, 
did buy Colantha and Jewel, and also Jewel 2d, of F. C. 
Stevens, paying $1,000 for Colantha, $800 for Jewel and 
$450 for Jewel 2d, at a private sale. These cows left no 
descendants in Iowa except through a young son of Jewel 
2d—Jewel 2d’s Ononis Echo’s Prince of Wayne. At our dis- 
persal sale in 1890, J. B. Irwin, of Minnesota, did not buy 
Jewel as stated, but Jewel 2d. S. N. Wright, of Elgin, IIl., 
came to Hampton the day before the sale and said he was 
sent there by Col. Hughes of Dallas, Texas, to buy some 
cattle, provided he could hire our herdsman, a Hollander, 
Ydtzen de van Dermviere, to accompany them to Texas 
and remain a year as herdsman. This was arranged and 
Wright bought all females under eighteen months of age 
and this Jewel 2d bull. As I remember, there were two 
daughter sof Colantha, one of Jewel, Jewel 2d, Rijaneta 
and Bettina. Fifteen head in all. These all died of Texas 
fever within a year. A gentleman from Canada came to 
this sale to buy Colantha and the Jewel 2d bull. He bought 
Colantha for $500 but later when the bull was being sold 
and Wright had bid him up to $500, he asked Wright how 
much higher he would go and receiving the reply that “the 
sky was the limit” or words to that effect, he quit bid- 
ding. He came to us after the sale and said he knew 
this cow was worth more and if we wished we could keep 
her. This we were glad to do. He said he would be 
obliged to keep her in quarantine several weeks, and this 
would be expensive with only one animal. A party from 
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Illinois had bid in Rijaneta for $350 but when it came time 
to settle he had no cash with him and the clerk of the 
sale did not consider his bank references sufficient, so 
we had these two cows left. Rijaneta was the first cow 
owned by the Home Farm Company. After the sale, W. 
J. Gillette, Rosendale, Wis., said he would take these two 
cows at $850, the price they had sold for. This was re 
fused, but made him an offer of $1,350 for the pair. He 
asked for a few days option until he could consult his 
father. Upon his arrival home and reporting to the old 
gentleman that he had bought nothing, his father was 
quite indignant. He had sent him to the sale to buy two 
of our best cows. When W. J. told him of this option on 
Colantha and Rijaneta, they wired closing the deal. 


We exhibited these cows in 1889 and 1890 at all of 
the leading Western state fairs and Jewel won first in 
every ring with the exception of once when Colantha beat 
her. I have heard it stated that fitting and showing cows 
wears them out and shortens their lives. Jewel refutes 
this idea, as she was exhibited from calfhood up to her 
fifteenth year and I saw her at twenty years of age on 
the Minnesota Fair grounds a wet nurse for a Hereford 
bull calf near her own weight. In 1906, Jewel of Home 
Farm was grand champion of the National Dairy Show. 
This bull was sired by Netherland Carl, his dam a grand- 
daughter of the Jewel 2d bull before mentioned. 


Jere Allis of Isinore, Minn., had bought this bull, Neth- 
erland Carl, as a calf paying $1,000 for him. Mr. Barney 
bought him as a four-year-old paying $300 for him. He 
was the most unruly bull I ever saw. When I visited the 
farm, I found him in a double horse stall tied three ways— 
around the neck, around the horns, and also by the nose 
ring. He had not been out of this stall in months and 
would roar like a lion when anyone came near. Allis said 
he would deliver him on the road car and if he was not 
seriously injured he would be shipped to us. Otherwise, 
he would be shipped to Chicago as bull beef. Our herds- 
man, the Hollander referred to previously, had no trouble 
in handling him. This was in the days before electric and 
gasoline motors. We bought a dog tread power to operate 
our cream separator. But the dogs used resented this 
job and when we insisted on their functioning they would 
elope. After numerous attempts and failures with calves, 
we initiated this Jewel of Home Farm bull. He worked 
this mill twice daily from early calfhood until past two 
years of age. This developed him wonderfully. He seemed 


to enjoy the work. He was the herdsman’s ideal of a show 
bull.

King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje was bred by C. L. Spaulding of Warren, 
Minnesota—way up north where it is plenty cold in the winter time and the 
nights in the summer time are not so hot either. — 

Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby was purchased by the Rasmussen s in 1926 
in Clark’s Classic (way back when, you will remember) for $3,300 with the 
World reporting that Mr. Spaulding offered $2,500 for the calf that “Queen 
Bessie” was carrying if it was a bull. 

That perhaps you would not be reading a “King Bessie” issue if Mr. 
Spaulding had had the $2,500 to pay for King Bessie when the Rasmussen's 
wanted to ship King Bessie to Minnesota. The story might have been differ- 
ent. 

Queen Bessie Piebe Ormsby a daughter of “Queen Bessie” was shipped 
by mistake from Clark’s Classic when she was a yearling by express to a 
breeder in Norfolk, Virgina who promptly returned the heifer at Mr. Clark’s 
expense who finally shipped her to the rightful purchaser. 

King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje first walked into the show ring at Aurora, 


Illinois in August, 1927 and was made Junior Champion of the show. Bill 
Prescott wrote that he was easily outstanding. That year King Bessie was 


Reserve All-American calf taking second only to Brookholm Inka 13th. 
Jr. Champion at the Canadian Royal. 

In 1928 and 1929 King Bessie won All-American honors and then retired 
from the show ring. 

No Holstein bull that ever lived sired as many registered progeny as has 
King Bessie in the course of eight years. (Over 350). 

That 26 of King Bessie’s daughters have completed year records in the

U. S. while three or more have completed records in Canada—therefore he has 
29 vearly record daughters. Time alone will tell how many tested daughters he 
wil have but he certainly should easily be a century sire. 


That George Rasmussen, Sr. is in Denmark and will have to read this issue 
of the World on his country estate near Copenhagen, 

That the first daughter of King Bessie with over 800 lbs. fat was 
Ormsby Evelyn who made 825.8 lbs. of fat and 20,908 lbs. of milk with a 3.9% 
test as a Senior three-year-old finishing this record in July 1934. Who can tell 
how many 800-lb. fat daughters King Bessie will have and when the last one 
will complete her test. (Are you asking me?)

The British Milk Board is planning 
to start soon with a program of milk 
advertising, $300,000 having been set 
aside as a start. In addition, the Na- 
tional Milk Publicity Council will 
allocate about $100,000 to the same 
effort and the two programs will be 
dovetailed. Under the Milk Act, the 
exchequer will grant $2,500,000 per 
annum for two years for publicity pur- 
poses, including both Scotland and 
England, covering, in addition to regu- 
lar advertising and _ publicity, a 
scheme for distribution of milk to 
needy children in the schools. 





Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, 
report the sale of King Posch Ormsby 
Maid, the bull recently advertised in 
their World space, to  Fairacres 
Farms, Wayne, Nebraska, the estab- 
lishment of D. S. Wightman, and 
under the management of Melvin 
Cording. This bull is a son of De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch from the 
great life time producer, Walkeracres 
Maid Ormsby, who in her first six lac- 
tations made six A. R. records total- 
ling 4,571.4 ibs. fat from 129,285.9 lbs. 
milk. Her largest record came at 
nine years old, when she produced 
973.2 lbs. fat from 27,095.5 lbs. milk. 
An older son of this same cow is also 
in service in Nebraska, for some years 
in the herd of W. A. Peterson at 
Harvard and now in the herd of one 
of the Nebraska State Institutions, 
where he is known as the largest Hol- 
stein bull in the state, weighing close 
to 3,000 pounds. 

Fairacres Farms have led their 
state for most of the past year in C. 
T. A. production, which is quite an 
accomplishment for so large a herd. 
They are planning to show their new 
herd sires in the calf class at Ne- 
braska State Fair and believe he is a 
bull that will not only give a good ac- 
count of himself in the show ring but 
also one who will maintain the great 
production of their herd. 
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Machold Farms, Ellisburg, N. Y., is 
one of the largest and best known 
Holstein breeding establishments of 
Northern New York. The owner, H. 
E. Machold, is ambitious to make the 
“North Country” as well known as a 
Holstein breeding center as it is now 
as a Helstein dairying section, and 
he has for years been building his 
herd and proving his herd sires with 
the idea, mainly, of supplying herd 
sires and breeding stock for the dairy- 
men of his part of the state.

The former is a son of King Bessie 
from the grand old foundation cow, 
Max Lady Fayne De Kol, foundation 
cow of Elmwood’s greatest high test- 
ing family; and “Transmission” is a 
double grandson of King Bessie, with 
two great 4% daughters of Sir Fobes 
as his two granddams. His own dam 
is none other than Queen Bessie 
Ormsby Fobes 2d, who is now making 
an outstanding three-year-old record, 
and his second dam is the largest rec- 
ord daughter of Queen Bessie herself.

Fobes Ormsby Hen- 
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“Sir Bessie”—The Younger Son 


While Queen Bessie Pietertje 
Ormsby was making her second “1,400- 
lb.” record at Elmwood Farms, she 
was mated again with Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld, the “Dean of All- 
Americans”. At her previous fresh- 
ening, Queen Bessie had dropped a 
daughter, also by Sir Fobes, that was 
destined to become the Class B cham- 
pion junior four-year-old and one the 
very few cows of the breed to make 
two records above 900 Ibs. fat in Class 
B. 

Would this second Bessie-Fobes be 
another heifer, or would it be the 
greatly desired bull? This big ques- 
tion at Elmwood was answered on 
February 23, 1930 by the arrival of a 
white bull calf, who was named Sir 
Bessie Ormsby Fobes and familiarly 
known at the farms as “Sir Bessie”. 


Naturally he was hailed as the big 
hope for the future of Elmwood 
Farms. His older maternal brother, 
King Bessie, was at that time just 
coming into nation-wide prominence, 
having a few months before been 
awarded his third All-American men- 
tion as a two-year-old. Four of the 
oldest offspring of King Bessie had 
just returned from their show ring 
triumphs in the calf classes, one an 
All-American bull calf, another a Re- 


serve All-American heifer calf and 
the other two both successful prize 
winners, a bull and a heifer, each 


having to compete in class against a 
slightly more sensational Bessie calf 
The four made up perhaps the great- 
est all-calf Get of Sire of all time, al- 
though in competition with the many 
great mature Gets of 1929 they were 
not seriously considered for All- 
American honors as a group. 

With his older brother so much in 
the public eye, everyone was watch- 
ing young Sir Bessie, and speculating 
about his future. Would he be an- 
other King Bessie, or would he, by 
some freak of breeding, be a counter- 
feit? What his future would have 
been can never be fully known, as he 


unfortunately died soon after attain- 
ing breeding age, but not until up- 
wards of a score of cows and heifers 
had been bred to him. The Elmwood 
people had enough confidence in him 
to mate him with some of their best 
ones, including five of the best older 
daughters of King Bessie. These in- 
cluded Bessie Ormsby Evangeline, 
All-American senior yearling 1931 and 
considered by Bob Rasmussen as the 
greatest yearling King Bessie ever 
sired Bessie Diamond Coquette, the 
twice Reserve All-American; Bessie 
Ormsby BHileen, the All-American 
heifer calf of 1930; Bessie Ormsby 
Elaine, Reserve All-American  two- 
year-old in 1932; and Bessie May Col- 
leen, who later made the largest Class 
B record of any of the King Bessie 
daughters to date. 


Other cows mated with Sir 
included the great 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducer, Lady Pontiac Ormsby Piebe 
and the almost 1,000-lb. fat producer, 
Mountain Ash Ormsby Snowflake, 
both granddaughters of Sir P. O. M. 
37th; Calamity Snow Mechthilde, one 
of the great daughters of Pioneer 
Snow Korndyke, imported from Can- 
ada; Airy Knoll Beauty Fobes, a 
promising granddaughter of Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes; Locustdale Babe Har-

tog Echo, one of a fine group of &00- 
lb. fat sisters at Elmwood; and oth- 
ers right in the same class. 


To these services were dropped 
thirteen bulls and five heifers, which 
represent the future of Sir Bessie. 
The heifers are now milking well in 
their first lactations and all are par- 
ticularly good in respect to udders. 
The sons are in service in some of the 
good herds of the country. Twin sons 
of Sir Bessie were dropped by Bes- 
sie Diamond Coquette, one going to 
Athens State Hospital in Ohio and 
the other to Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol for the Southern Colony herd at 
Union Grove, and we understand that 
at least one offspring of this bull wil] 
be out with the Wisconsin Board of 
Control show herd this fall. His old. 
est son, Sir Bessie Ormsby Fobes 24, 
out of the Calamity Snow heifer, is 
owned by Dr. Will C. Moore of In- 
diana, who will show him this fall 
as a three-year-old. Dick Paul, also 
of Indiana, bought the Sir Bessie son 
from the Admiral granddaughter, and 
showed him with considerable success 
last fall as a two-year-old. Manning 
Creamery Co. of Iowa, took an inter- 


est in the son out of Lady Pontiac 
Ormsby Piebe and Mooseheart of 


Illinois an interest in the son of 
Evangeline, Clifford Hotaling of New 


York taking the son out of Bessie 
May Colleen. Other owners of Sir 
Bessie bulls are Dickson Farms of 


New York, W. J. Staab and Crawford 
County Farms both of Wisconsin, Old 
Mill Farm and N. J. Coltrin, both of 
Illinois and Maxwell Case of Mich- 
igan.

G. A. Paull and son, Elmer, of 
Chilliwack, B. C., may make a more 
extended circuit this fall. They have 
some mighty fine youngsters in their 
herd by Carnation Challenger. 

Harold Steves of Steveson, B. C., 
former fieldman for the Canadian 
Holstein Friesian Association, and 
now managing his own herd which he 
took over at the time of the death of 
his father, will judge Holsteins at the 
Victoria show. 

Utah State Fair is back on the map 
again this year after a three year lay- 
off. The Utah boys are planning on 
a real Holstein show, with quite a 
number of county herds represented. 

Convention visitors at the Frank 
Hopkins farm at Modesto, California, 
might possibly be relieved some for 
not being able to bring his King Pie- 
tertje Lyons Ormsby bull, the double 
grandson of old Sir Piet, by the news 
that this good bull just failed to wake 
up the week after they saw him. This 
may be relief to the visitors, but it 
certainly isn’t to Frank. He was just 
one of the real good sires in the 
Golden Bear State. They are plan- 
ning on using a son of his for the time 
being. 

It will be news to many westerners 
to learn that Ivan Loughary, formerly 
western representative of the Ameri- 
can Jersey Cattle Club has resigned 
to accept the position of Dairy Exten- 
sion Specialist in Idaho. Ivan will be 
greatly missed by his many friends 
among all the dairy breeds on the 
west coast states, however, their loss 
is Idaho’s gain, and we all know he 
will be a real worker for all breeds 
in Idaho. His real interest has al- 
ways been in live stock improvement 
and now he will have an opportunity 
to be of assistance to all breeds in 
this great dairy state. Ted R. War- 
ren, of the University of Idaho, will 
take over Ivan’s position as Jersey 
Representative. Ted is a man who 
will also make his presence known 
through his good work. Loughary is 
taking over the work of Mr. D. L.

Wray Bros. and H. L. Kapple, 
Grayslake, Ill., are near neighbors of 
Elmwood Farms and for years have 
been closely following the progress of 
the Bessies. They have in service 
one of King Bessie’s older sons, King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 22d, out of 
the great Canadian matron, Alcartra 
Changeling Dutchland. Shortly after 
this grand old cow was imported from 
Canada, she dropped a bull calf by 
Echo Hartog Mercedes, one of Can- 
ada’s best known sires of both show 
type and production, and this bull is 
also in service in the Wray and Kap- 
ple herds, along with his maternal 
brother by King Bessie.

Mt. Pleasant Ollie Alcartra Ormsby 
1386722 is just reported as making 
the second highest Class B_ record 
ever turned out in the state of Iowa, 
having 992.6 lbs. fat from 22,053.3 Ibs. 
milk, with an average test of 4.5%. 
This fat record ranks eighth in the 
United States, according to published 
reports. She may be remembered as 
breaking the Iowa State Record in 
Class B as a junior four-year-old with 
722.4 lbs. fat, and she also made a 
junior three-year-old record in Class 
A of 733.4 lbs. fat. She was bred and 
developed by Mt. Pleasant State Hos- 
pital, one of Iowa’s best known state 
institutions as a Holstein breeder, be- 
ing a daughter of Iowana Ona Ollie 
from Mt. Pleasant Alcartra Ormsby, 
with 1,087 lbs. fat in Class A. Fay 
C. Barney, who reports this record to 
us, writes as follows concerning her 
breeding, etc. 

‘Iowana’ is still in service at Wood- 
ward at 10 years of age but was used 
almost exclusively at Mt. Pleasant 
until three years ago. He won the 
Iowa Index Sire contest two years 
ago and has sired a fine lot of show 
stuff including the All-American bull 
calf in 1931. 


The 992 pound fat cow is now the 
highest record daughter of her sire. 
Although only 4 daughters have com- 
pleted records in mature form, his 
next highest has 912 pounds fat in 
Class A and 883 pounds in Class B. 
Another daughter has 859 pounds fat 
as a senior three-year-old and one is 


state record senior 2-year-old in Class 
B. 

Mt. Pleasant Ollie Alcartra Ormsby 
has a son in service at the institution 
sired by the All-American, Mt. Pleas- 
ant King Ona Pietertje, her’ three 
quarter brother.

crop of sons, Went to Wm. Schmidt’s Sons in Minnesota, 
where he was mated with many of the Man-O-War 
daughters and granddaughters with excellent results, in 
both production and type, at least one of his offspring 
winning championship honors in state fair competition. 
These three sons, and another exported to Chile, were 
his only sons born in 1929.

herd, as well as the bottling and dis- 
tributing plant, and is in direct charge 
of the breeding policies of the pure 
bred herd, is best known among the 
Holstein fraternity. Leon A. is in gen- 
eral charge of the extensive opera- 
tions of the 3,000-acre ranch at Chino, 
including the care of the young stock. 
Lawrence, with his father, is in 
charge of the sales department. The 
youngest son, Robert, has finished his 
freshman year in the agricultural col- 
lege at the University of California. 
He plans to enter the firm actively 
upon completion of his four-year 
course. The show herd for 1935 was 
just being shaped up at the time of 
our visit in mid-June.

Rancho Los Amigos 

We were very glad of the oppor- 
tunity to see the herd at Rancho Los 
Amigos—formerly known as the Los 
Angeles County Home. Here was de- 
veloped, when last I visited it in the 
early 20’s, one of the outstanding 
herds of the breed. Then in the foot- 
and-mouth trouble of 1923 and 1924, 
this entire herd was destroyed and 
Supt. Wm. R. Harriman, with the 
assistance of Herd Superintendent 
Brown faced the task of rebuilding 
the herd from a standing start. Their 
success was shown by the later de- 
velopment of a 1,200-lb. fat producer 
and even more important their herd 
average in 1933 of 528.1 lbs. fat, 15,178 
Ibs. milk in Class B on 127 head—per- 
haps the most distinguished achieve- 
ment yet recorded in the H. I. R. Un- 
fortunately, the financial situation in 
Los Angeles did not permit this in- 
stitution to get authorization to con- 
tinue with its testing program. The 
herd now numbers 318 head, with a 
560-acre ranch that is complete in 
every detail of equipment. Heading the 
herd is King Pietertpe Ormsby Piebe 
39th, easily one of the great sons of 
his famous sire. His is now 13 years of 
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age, though still active and looks good 
for several years more of service. 
They have some 49 daughters in the 
herd, and about 28 cows in calf to 
him. In the herd, we noted also 
daughters of Matador Segis Walker, 
Sir Ormsby Matador, Creator Korn- 
dyke Star and the younger bull, Re- 
member Piebe, mentioned as being on 
exchange at Pellissier’s. When we 
saw his daughters, we knew why 
Frank Pellissier was interested. A 
feed used here we had never seen 


before was dried pineapple pulp. 
Dried apple pommace is also used in 
the ration. Milking is done by 
machine.

S. F. Fanning, Pacoima, is also in 
the Los Angeles ditsrict and exten- 
sively engaged in the dairy business. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Fanning were ab- 
sent when we called but we gave the 
herd a hasty once-over. Something of 
the production here is shown by the 
wonderful herd average in D. H. I. A. 
of 528 lbs. fat on 240 cows. We won- 
der if this isn’t a record, considering 
the number of cows in milk? The 
foundation of the present herd is the 
old Wayside Herd, developed’ by 
A. M. Dunn and purchased by Mr. 
Fanning in its entirety. Included were 
many daughters of Dutchland Bess 
Quality, top of the Dutchland disper- 
3al. They have proved a great founda- 
tion. Pesent senior sire is Stenzel Sir 
Ormsby Fairmont, owned jointly with 
the Pellissier’s. Mr. Fanning believes 
that pure bred Holsteins are the best 
proposition for commercial milk pro- 
duction, aside from the better market 
value of surplus animals, and the 
statement is made that this is Cali- 
fornia’s largest pure bred Holstein 
herd.

From a breeding standpoint, this farm 
is best known perhaps as a Guernsey 
establishment, as they have some- 
thing like 2,100 head of this breed, 
and they are the largest individual 
producers of Golden Guernsey milk. 
The Holstein section of the herd, 
which we understand started on 
rather a small scale to take care of a 
demand for a special baby milk, has 
continued to grow until now it num- 
bers 1,500 head, including grades as 
well as pure breds. A reproduction 
of their billboard advertising Holstein 
Milk is shown herewith. They retail 
their own product and are big factors 
in the Los Angeles milk market. 

In the limited time available we 
could make only a very sketchy in- 
spection of the herd. To me the most 
interesting group of females was 
made up of the daughters of Mara- 
thon Bess Burke, who spent his last 
days here. There are upwards of 
thirty of his daughters here—a grand 
lot of square-uddered, heavy produc- 
ing dairy cows.

Dr. Maynard 
Rosenberger, vice president of the 
Adohr Company, is in direct charge of 
the farm and herd operations, ably 
assisted by the brothers Knight. No 
Holstein or Guernsey breeder visit- 
ing Los Angeles should miss the 
opportunity to spend some time at 
Adohr. 





A. C. Slifer, Lewisburg, Pa., is re- 
ported with the highest herd average 
for the year in the Buffalo Valley No. 
1D. H. I. A., which finished its ninth 
year recently with seventeen mem- 
bers.

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N. D. Meeting Draws 70O 


New Salem, North Dakota, was 
the scene of the North Dakota State 
Holstein meeting on June 12th. 
Combined with this state meeting 
was the Silver Jubilee of the Hol- 
stein Breeding Circuit at New Salem 
and the Golden Jubilee of Historical 
Events at New Salem. Cooperating 
in the day devoted to dairying was 
the North Dakota Holstein Breeders 
Association, State Department of 
Agriculture, State College of Agri- 
culture, the New Salem Lions Club 
and the New Salem Holstein Circuit 
Members. The forenoon’s program 
started with an exhibition of 35 
head of cattle from the New Salem 
Breeders Circuit. The cattle were 
not judged but each animal was 
identified and her production rec- 
ords were displayed. Represented in 
the breeding were such famous Hol- 
stein sires as Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th—4l1st and 14th; 
Laurel Ledge Duke, a son of Col- 
antha Johanna Lad; Pabst Korn- 
dyke Champion; Mercedes Henger- 
veld Paul, a son of Sir Korndyke 
Ormsby Hengerveld; Sir Korndyke 
Glen; King Segis Pontiac Count; 
Piebe Laura Olbe Homestead King; 
Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad 
and Sir Inka Superior Segis. H. 
had charge of the cattle display and 
Salem Breeders Circuit Association, 
Buss, superintendent of the New 
did a fine job of getting the facts on 
North Dakota Holsteins before those 
attending the meeting. 


At 10.30 a gathering of state and 
national interest was held on the 
John Christianson farm one mile 
east of New Salem. Here was un- 
veiled, by Ruth Christianson, a 
bronze plaque mounted in a large 
granite monument commemorating 
a circumstance that led to the New 
Salem territory becoming one of the 
leading Holstein Breeding centers in 
the Central Northwest. Dr. J. H. 
Sheppard, President of the Univer- 
sity of North Dakota, acted as 
master of ceremonies and in his in- 
troductory remarks enumerated 
some of the hardships encountered 
by the early settlers in the West. 
He then introduced John Christian- 
son, who gave a talk on ‘‘Memories 
1885 to 1935.”’ John stated how he 
settled in the New Salem territory 
in the early eighties and one of the 
first jobs was to break the land. He 
was breaking the piece of land on 
which the plaque and monument are 
now erected and upon looking up he 
saw two large and bad looking In- 
dians with an Indian boy coming 
toward him across a knoll. John’s 
feelings were such that he stated 
he wouldn’t give very much for his 
chances at that particular time but 
he decided he would wait and let 
the Indians start a fight if they 
were so inclined. The Indians came 
up to where he was plowing and 
acted friendly and started to talk 
but John and the Indians could not 
understand one another. John, 
however, remembered that to do an 
Indian a good turn would win him 
their friendship, so he pulled out a 
big plug of tobacco and offered it to 
them. Each of the two Indians took 


a chew, leaving only a small chew 
for John. After trying for a while 
to understand one another, one of 
the Indians leaned over and replaced 
a small strip of the overturned sod 
furrow, at the same time he kept re- 
peating the same words. John was 
particularly anxious to know what 
he meant, and as a final action he 
asked the Indian boy what he was 
saying. The boy understood a little 
English and told John that the In- 
dian was saying ‘‘Wrong side up,” 
meaning that the land should not 
be plowed. Soon the Indians left 
and John got to thinking about what 
the Indian had said and it worried 
him because he began to think that 
maybe the Indian knew more about 
John’s new home and farming oper- 
ations than John did at that time. 
As a result of this circumstance, 
John decided that the safest thing 
to do was not to depend entirely on 
a grain crop, and as a result some 
dairy cattle were’ secured. This 
gradually led up to the formation of 
the New Salem Holstein Breeders 
Circuit and the establishment of a 
real dairy community. A Coopera- 
tive Creamery was established in 
1890 and has been functioning since 
then and has never missed a single 
payment to its members and patrons. 
Other cooperative projects were 
developed in a community way and 
New Salem is really a cooperative 
community in every sense of the 
word. 

The music was furnished at this 
ceremony by the New Salem high 
school band. 

The afternoon program was held 
in the large municipal hall or recre- 
ation center and started at 1.30. 
Speakers appearing on this program 
with President J. H. Sheppard act- 
ing as master of ceremonies: J. V. 
McCormick, mayor of New Salem, 
Theodore Martell, Commissioner of 
Department of Agriculture and 
Labor, Robert Geiger, Fieldman for 
National Holstein Association, A. J. 
Glover, Editor of Hoard’s Dairyman 
and President of MHolstein-Friesian 
Association of America, and Walter 
Welford, Governor of the State of 
North Dakota. 

The day’s activities were brought 
to a close with a free movie show 
and dance in the evening. The Hol- 
stein Breeders Association took ac- 
tion to reorganize the State Associa- 
tion and to promote Holstein Calf 
Club work and the Herd Improve- 
ment Registry Test for the balance 
of 1935. 


MOCK DAIRY TRIAL 

A mock dairy trial was sponsored 
by the Prince William County Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association at 
Manassas, Va., on May 10, 1935. The 
charge was brought against the Hol- 
stein heifer “Lass of Lorton” that, be- 
cause of the low production record of 
her dam “Lady of Lorton,” she should 
be condemned to the slaughter hooks 
as veal. 

The defense had the argument on 
its side that, although the dam had 
only a maturity record of 223 pounds 
of butterfat, the sire “Sir Colantha 
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Johan Butter Boy, 453684, of the calf 
brought before the court of genetical 
justice had increased the average pro- 
duction of his twenty-five daughters 
completing lactation records, 2,060 
pounds of milk and 85 pounds of but- 
terfat above the average of their 
dams.

A verdict was rendered by the jury 
in favor of the defendant. 

The purpose of the trial was to pro- 
mote the dairy bull registry project 
in which twenty-two bulls are being 
proved by the local association.

MASTITIS CONTROL 

Dr. G. J. Hucker, well known au- 
thority on Mastitis, offers the follow- 
ing seven points of routine procedure 
for dairymen to follow in control of 
mastitis in their herds: 

First, test each quarter in the herd 
for infection either with the strip cup 
or with the brom thymol blue test. 
Second, segregate and milk last all 
cows reacting to either of these tests 
as well as animals giving watery or 
thick milk. Third, test all replace- 
ments in the herd with brom thymol 
blue, before adding them to the herd. 
If the animal is dry, seek the advice 
of a competent veterinarian. Fourth, 
milk all cows dry at each milking. 
Fifth, watch cows with injured quart- 
ters for infection. Sixth, use reason- 
able sanitary precautions in handling 
the herd, particularly in disposing of 
the milk from infected animals. 
Seventh, if trouble still persists after 
following the above procedure, consult 
a milk inspection laboratory or a com- 
petent veterinarian. 

“There is no assurance that the 
adoption of such a routine will com- 
pletely eliminate the infection from 
the herd,” concludes Dr. Hucker, ‘but 
on the other hand, it is reasonable to 
believe that if carefully carried out, 
the above practice will generally re- 
duce the infection to a minimum.” 





Ohio State Fair is this year requir- 
ing that all cattle exhibited there 
must be negative to blood test within 
60 days of the show. This is coming 
to be a standard requirement at our 
better shows.

T. B. AGREEMENT WITH 
CANADA TO SIMPLIFY 
CATTLE SHIPMENTS 

Recognizing the progress made by 
the Canadian dairymen, farmers and 
officials in eradicating tuberculosis 
among cattle, the United States— 
after August 1, 1935—will admit cattle 
from modified accredited areas in 
Canada, without further’ tuberculin 
testing. The new reciprocal agree- 
ment is being issued as a part of 
Order 352 of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

The United States has been ad- 
mitting cattle from accredited herds 
in Canada without further test. The 
new order is an extension of the pro- 
cedure to areas in which all cattle 
have been tuberculin tested and in 
which the extent of the disease has 
been found to be less than one-half of 
1 per cent. 

The new plan was’ suggested to 
veterinary officials of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture by Dr. George 
Hilton, Canadian Veterinary Director 
General, Health of Animals Branch of 
the Canadian Department of Agricul- 
ture. United States veterinary of- 
ficials studied the proposal and con- 
curred in Dr. Hilton’s belief that the 
plan would offer mutual advantages. 
It will facilitate movement of cattle 
in both directions across the United 
Stats-Canadian boundary for breeding 
purposes and herd improvement. 

The procedure places the move- 
ment of cattle across the border on 
essentially the same _ basis as’ the 
movement of cattle among the States. 
The two countries have been working 
to eradicate tuberculosis among cattle 
along virtually identical lines. As a 
safeguard against the introduction of 
other communicable diseases the cus- 
tomary procedure of requiring a gen- 
eral certificate is being continued. 





HERD CLASSIFICATIONS 

Herd Classification reached its low- 
est ebb during 1934 and indications so 
far this year point toward a renewel 
of interest in this. So far three herds 
have been classified since the first of 
January including the M. M: and O. 
M. Douglas herd at Broadhead, Wis- 
consin, classified by Inspector R. J. 
Schaefer and Fredmar Farms, Jeffer- 
son Barracks, Missouri and State Hos- 
pital No. 4, Farmington, Missouri, 
classified by Professor H. H. Kildee 
of Ames, Iowa. Classification of the 
Douglas herd included thirteen ani- 
mals, one rated Excellent, eleven Very 


Good, and one Good Plus. This _ in- 
spection also covered daughters of 
King Bessie Colantha Hark 570501 
who was given the rating of Silver 
Medal Preferred Sire with twelve 
daughters, ten rated Very Good and 
two Good Plus. The two Missouri 


herds classified were inspected late in 
May with the following results: 
eleven animals classified at Fredmar 
Farms included three Excellent, seven 
Very Good and one Good Plus: State 
Hospital No. 4 had_ sixty-three ani- 
mals classified of which thirteen were 
rated Very Good, eighteen Good Plus, 
twenty-six Good, three Fair and three 
Poor. In addition to these three herds 
already classified we have applica- 
tions for the classification of the Mis- 
souri State Sanatarium herd at Mt. 
Vernon, Missouri on July 20th and 
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three Michigan herds to be classified 
this month, Arbu Farms at Oxford, 
Lakefield Farm at Clarkston, and 
Fabius Farms at Three Rivers.

the herd was inspected and the herd 
sire, a good type bull, admired. Mr. 
Johnson keeps weekly production 
curves on cross-ruled paper for each 
cow, which makes it easy to compare 
daughter with dam by superimpos- 
ing one chart over another and hold- 
ing them up to the light. 

One of the best herds for both 
type and production was then vis- 
ited, which is owned by Garrett 
Buth, son of John Buth. This herd 
averaged nearly 600 Ibs. fat on 
twice-a-day milking. The herd sire 
now in service is Sir Inka 6th, a 
nine-year-old son of Sir Inka May 
and out of the famous cow, Idleaze 
Pontiac Lass, with a four-year-old 
7-day record of 34 lbs. fat.
